FARMER J.UKSON Bi FARMER CALHOUN. 

The Albany A. gus bss lately metamorphosed 
General Jackson into a farmer, and some very 
honest folks have since been called together to 
r< stive that they will support the “Former of 
Tennessee'." This is quite unfair towards Mr. 
Calhcun, who is aa much a farmer as General 
J icVaon, and ought to be called the Farmer of 
South Carolina too. 

Farmer Jackson was brought up a Lauryer and 
admitted to practice in 1786. He mined to 
Nashville in 1738, where he was made a District 
Attorney, like Mr. Beardsley and Mr. Denio. 

Fanner Calhoun was brought up a Laicytr, too. 

He studied law at l.itcMleld, in Connecticut, and 
came 'o the bar in South Carolina. 

Farm -r Jackson has a plantation of some hun¬ 
dred ace* which he works by slaves, under the 
care of overseers, and raises cotton and tobacco. 
Farmer Jackson’s country seat near Nashville, 
is called the "Hermitage .” 

Fanner Calhoun’s plantation in South Caroli¬ 
na, yields him cotton and com. It is supposed 
Farmer Jackson has not as many slaves as Far- 
l mcr Calhoun, but Farmer Jackson has more 
laud. 

Farmer Jackson went to Congress about 1796 
or 7, when be was thirty years old; but Farmer 
Calhoun d'ul not go till 1810 or 11 Farmer Jack- 
son quit Congress very soon; but Farmer Cal¬ 
houn stayed tin 1817, when he was made Secre¬ 
tary of War, and now Vice President. 

Farmer J ickson was thirty nine years old, 
when he killed Charles Dickinson in a duel, 
which grew out of a horse-race. 

Farmer Jackson was forty five years old when 
he threatened Mr Madison, that >f he did not 
turn Silas Dinsmore out ol the office of Indian 
Agent, he would raise a mob and burn down the 
Agency House. 

Panntr Jackson was forty five when he pis- 
to'ed Col. Benton. 

Farmer Jackson was forty-eight years old 
when lie wro;e to Samuel S wurlwout, that he 
bad “retired to his farm” in IS 15. We mav form 
tone idea of bis proficiency as a farmer, by look- 
ing over the profits of his farm from that time 
till 1821, when Farmer Jackson was made Uo\- 
err.or ol Florida.

From the Duke if Saxe W timer's Travels. 
RESIDENCE IN BOSTON, from July 26 to 
August 9, 1825 —Immediately upon our arrival, 
we enquired for the residence of .the Dutch 
Consul, Mantoni. He was absent, and had com¬ 
mitted his business to a broker, Mr- Thaxter. 

A lad conducted ua upon a pier, along a very ex¬ 
tensive range of Btores, built ol brick, four sti- 
ries high, wiOi a cupola in the centre, upon 
which various flags were flying. These flags 
correspond as a telegraph with the tale graph 
on Lung Island. We then paised through sev¬ 
eral broad and very animated at recta, with aide 
walks. We were much struck with the heavy 
waggons, drawn by four oxen and* horse—the 
beat was very intense—92 ofFarenbeit in the 
shade. We were informed that a few day* be- 
lorc, the thermometer had risen to 100, R that 
several people in Boston bad died suddenly 
from drinking cold water. 

We found the Vice Consul in his cuunling 
room. Our first iuquiry waa fur a comfortable 
tavern: the C«n*ul hail the politeness to conduct 
us to the Exchange Coffee House, where we 
took up our lesidtnce. Aa soon as thia waa 
-lone, I wmt to a bookseller to purchase a plan 
and description of Boston; but 1 could find neith¬ 
er. On my return, 1 purchased a straw bat, with 
a very broad brim, such as is worn he ie. Soon 
after 1 received a vial from Mr. K. whose ac- 
qualntance 1 had nur’e two year* before in Eng¬ 
land. 1 wss very glad again to meet this worthy 
man, who w..a highly esteemed there, and who 
had married, a year and* half before, the daugh¬ 
ter of one of the moat considerable inhabitants 
of thia place, formerly a senator in Congrass, k 
leader of the Federal party. , 

1 dined at the ordinary, at2 o’clock, according 
to tlie custom of the place, t*d was honored 
with a aeat next to thenotr, Mr. Hamilton, This 
gentleman had been during the late war a Col¬ 
onel in the volunteers, and (till retains bi* title. 

1 found him a polite man, and I cannot sufficient¬ 
ly celebrate the politeness of the guesti, many 
of whom made themselves acquainted ' with me. 
The food waa very well prepared, and if it had 
been poorer I should have eaten it with a good;, 
appetite, as I bad been compelled so long to 
dispense with freth provisions. The same wss 
the case with the fruit, which was very small A 
poor, but was still very palatable.to me. On ac¬ 
count of the intense heat which had not been 
equalled tor 20 year*, all fruits had ripened pre¬ 
maturely. The wine was brought upon the ta-c 
ble in cooler*, with ice, and a piece of ice waa 
placed in every glass ol beer, in order to cool it. 
In the tavern, next the large dining room, on 
the lower floor, was an area and two ride rooms, 
where stranger* who have nothing to do put 
the day. At the bar can be obtained wine, lem¬ 
onade, soda-water. Etc. with ice,—Eight news¬ 
papers were fastened to a large tablo—the*e 
Lave the same appearance as the English pa¬ 
pers, and are chit fly filled with mercantile adver¬ 
tisements—the house is also fitted like an Eng. 
lish tavern—the servant!, black and white to¬ 
gether, l found polite and attentive. 

After 4 o'clock Mr. R. accompanied bj| his
